Irmerly amongſt the Ancients there was ſome diſpute 
concerning that point of time from whence the Aſtro- 
loger ſhould Coat and derive his judgement for the yeer 
enſuing ; it was ſome yeers debated, and not fully con- 
cluded from which of the four Cardinall points we ſhould 
make beginning , uatill Prolomey his time, who recon- 
ciled all differences, in Lib. 2. Cav. 11. Non incongrue 
ztaque principium anni vermn equin'tium ſtatuerunt 3 quod 
nunc primum diei ſpatia protraht incipiunt, ox tempus illud na- 
tura ſua humeFat. Thoſe that ordained the beginning of 
the yeer from the Vernall EquinoCtiall, or when the 
Sun firſt enters Aries, did not inconſiderately, for then 
frſt of all, the dayes begin to exceed the nights in 
length , and nature moiſtens at that time all her Vege- 
tables, o+c. 
This difference having obtained recencilement , another 
more nice and curious one appeared , and was ſtiffly _ 
rendc 
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tended berwixe the Indian, X24 Tew, Egyptian, and Arabick 
Aſtrologers, viz. How and by what means to finde out the 
Lord of the yeer, from whom eſpecially the moſt ſignificant 
occurences muſt be deriyed. 

Some would conſider when the Sun entred the twentieth 
degree of Scopio, and frame a Figure for that point of 
time, out of which they would cle& the Lord of the 
yeer, and theſe were the Indians , and ſome learned Chat- 

eans, 

This was contradied by the moſt judicious , both 
Syrians, Indians, and Egyptians, as having no ſolid founda- 
tion , but barely obſeryed by Tradition; nor did they ap- 
prove of their reſolutions , that would have the Lord of 
=_ yeer from the Politure of the Sun his entrance into 
Libra. 

Some Centuries of yeers theſe points were in controver- 
fie, and nothing poſitively concluded, each Nation ulin 
that form and manner their Predecefſors left them ; untill 
Prolomey, who lived about the fir® Century of yeers after 
Chriſt, with great reaſon and judgement commitred to 
poſterity that method which TI intend to deliver, mot yer 
contradicted, but long ſince approved by Haly the Egyptian, 
Zael the Iſhmaelite, and Alkindus the moſt learned of all the 
Arabians (from 'whoſe learned Works is derived that excel- 
lent knowledge now ſo much uſefull, called Algebra) (5c. 
But concerning the point in queſtion. 

I ſay Ptolomeis ſenſe is delivered unto us by Eſcuidius, and 
ſome others ; but moſt plainly by JunFinus, fol. 1159. Do- 
mins anni afſumi deber ab eo qui habuit majus poſſe 7&4 dominium 
in loco preventionis vel conjunFionss Lyrninarium pr ecedentis in- 
troitus Solis in Arietem , Cx ab eo qui dominatur in aſcendente 
illius conjunjonis vel preventionis. The Lord of the yeer 
ought tobe aſſumed from that Planet, ,who hath moſt force 
and ſtrength in the place of the Lights, either preventionall 
or poſtyentionall to the Sun his entrance into Aries, and 
from that Planet thar rules in the Aſcendant of thas Con- 
junRion or Oppoſition.

And have I nor ſo much ſenſe yer left me , as 
informs my underſtanding we have a whole Jury of Dif 
ſemblers and Hypocrites yet fitting and abiding with us, 
and not diſcovered > The Ancients do tell us 3 Cauda ir 
Aquario , frenr:ficat irquiſuuionem Regis contra dominos beredita= 
num, in hee quod non debent , oy ſeduttiontm eorum an cenſu : ate 
gue injurias (5 affiittienes quas exercebit conna eos, cum capti= 
one eorum , (5 fligel/atione , Guido Bonat. fol. 591. When 
the Dragons cail talls our in a Revolution to be poſited in 
Aquarius , Kings ſhall be inquiſrive after the Inheritances 
ot men , impoling many Taxes upon them , to procure 
Money , which they ought not to do ; that they ſhall do 
much injury againſt ſuch men on whoſe Inheritances they 
ſeize 3 that they ſhall cavill with ſome, captive others, 
and puniſh others.-------Cauda in primo , ſignificat deirimen= 
men hemiram, Cy ſeparationem bot, CF eradiationem , ox peri- 
cula, ex nibulationes, Cauda placed in the Aſcendant, ime 
ports canmge to man, a ſeparation of goodnefſe , and 
dariger, 777. He proceeds to tell us further, that it Cau- 
da w.ce {, politid inthe Revolution of any mans Nativity, 
it port<ncd,, though he were very rich, he ſhould waſte 
and conſume tis 1rcaſure 3 and it he were poor, he ſhould 
not fail co covtioue in his Poycrty. The very genuine in» 
terpretacion of which words run thus, That our Come 
mon=wealth or Pu)iament ſhall have vait Expences, ard ex- 
hauſt the Kingdoms } reaſure, almolit ro Beggery 3 chatrthe 
yulgar ſort of pcople, as the ordinary Farmer, and vulgar 
Mechanick, ſhall be extremely opprefled with heavie and 
burdenſome Payments, almoſt to their utter impoyeriſh= 
ment ; that they thall be continually aftrighted , perpetually 
diſquieted , enjoying very little of what is remaining be- 
hinde, unſpent : it prenotes their diſquiered ſouls, and apt= 
neſſe ro ſtir up their (pirits againſt the Genrry,and their new 
Lords, call-d Committee-men. 

We muſt yct have more wrangling, quarrelling, blood. 
ſhed, {laughter of our fellow-Subjefts, Gr. Ir is remark- 
able , andto be conlidered, that Jupiter is onely oppoſire

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to the tenth Houſe , which repreſencs in our Horizon the 
Majeſtie, Honour, Reputation and Fame of Kings , (5c. 
It docth alſopoint our generally men in Command , Au- 
thority, either in War or in Peace, all manner of Magi- 
frates, Cc. I ſay, Jupiter is with the ſeven Stars, or 
neer them called Virgie, of the fignification of Mars 
and the Moon. What is the meaning of this ? Marry, 
that a Generation of men lives among us, that, by their 
FaRious Di ement from more ſolid Judgements, are 
the onely Dilturbers, at this time, of a hopefull and much= 
to-be-delired Peace : As alſo, that theſe kindes of men, 
theſe Sheep-skin'd Serpents , are fixed and reſolved , with 
all their Wits and cunning Tricks, hypocriticall Fetches 
and Pretences, to prevent any Honour might accrue to 
His Majeftie , or Reputation to our Stare and Common- 
wealth, unlefſe their Turns may be ſerved + But what 
they would have, I am ignorant , unlefle the Ruine of the 
Commonewealth, inevitably by ſome of them almoſt 
brought to Deſtruftion. Let us obſerye, Jupiter is fixed, 
and in no Aſpe& with any Planet but the Moon ; is Angu- 
lar : as if no Society , Brotherhood or Fellowſhip, were 
equivalent to their own , or that he reſpe&ed any body 3 
or as if he, or his or their Opinion, were the Rule to regu- 
late our Common-wealth by , and they the ſole men ca- 
pable of direing our Afairs , both Temporall and Spi- 
rituall. Ir is Jupiter his ConjunRion with thoſe tumul- 
tuous Stars , makes him bold , impudent and faftious ; ir 
is his imbecility in the Signe , makes him not of ſo pure 
a capacity , as to judge berween right and wrong. Reade 
Guido, fol. 565. Jupiter eſt Significator Nobilium , O& Ju- 
dicum, Epiſcoporum, gy Conſulum , &4 Religioſorum, ac Civie 
um, Settarum. Jupiter is Significatour of Nobles, Judges, 
Biſhops , Conluls, Religious, Citizens, and SeRs or 
Schiſms. So that for any thing I ſee, here may be ſome 
Nobles and Gentry, ſome Lawyers, Miniſters and Biſhops, 
guilty of the Crimes lately __ I cannot particular 
out the man, or men, or that Se& or Schiſm, which deeth 
and ſhall ſo much annoy us : For, Particularia predicit 
nemo , niſi numine divino afflaruus. No man prediQs Particu- 
lars , but one endued with Prophecic, or ſome divine 
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gifr, or deitie. But omitting theſe Separatiſts in Opinion, 
worthy to be diſtinguiſhed in our State , you fhall hear 
what the Poſition of Juprier in the fourth doeth demon- 
ſtrate: Augmentationem bonorum plurium hominum ex reliquis 
mermorum , Cy ex hereditatibus arque prediis, vel ex theſauris 
abſconditis vel inopinatis , oF exretus antiquis , fx auſerentur 
maerores ab hominitus, Qy venient ejs res de quitus porerum 
letari, (x in plunihius gaudere , or anferentur eis cogrtationes 
male ty wiſtitia, ceſſabunt etiany rix& arque omne horribile : 
Guido, $66. Many men ſhall augment their Eſtates by 
means of the Dead , or what is left them by the Decea« 


| ſed, by hidden and unzxpeted finding of Treaſure : 


Mens Grievances ſhall be leflened , their Sorrows taken 
away , Wrangling ſhall ſurceaſe , and every grieyous 


' thing that offend. I pray God theſe words prove true,

which in a time of Peace we ſhould not need fear ; bur 
now they do no more then lull us aſleep with Hopes 
of Peace. Let none think , but that I ſee this Produti« 
on is contrary to what preceded. Doubtlefle we may be 
fair for ſome ſach thing ; but, as I aid, the weaknefle of 
Jupiter is ſuch , he cannot perform the Work of which he 
is a Significatour , unlefle the Lord porenrially aſſiſt in 
this Ation. If ſome Vipers be dere&ed before we are 
quite undone, much good may be hoped ; for Yen doeth 
apply to a Tryne of Mars ; and this gives cauſe to hope 
well, and for ſome comfortable Meſſage, or good News, 
or ſuch like things, to be dire&ed to His Majeſtie, or 
from Him to us, preſently, or not long after the Suns In. 
preſſe into Aries ; at whattime , if ſome misfortune in- 
tervene not, or ſome miſchict befall not a princi 
Officer, our ExpeRations may be greater, and the Efte&ty 
of what is then in agitation much better ; which I heartily 
wiſh: For, Saturnus ſt ſuerit in Ariete, ſignificat apparitionem 
rerum , de quibus mirati erunt homines in civitatibus atque regio= 
nibus ſeu terris quibus prefuerit Signum , (+ maxime inparnbus

Ily inthe Eaſtern Countreys : Rich men ſhall be moſt 
ſenhble of theſe things , and they ſuch as «xceed the 
cemmon ſort of Nobility and Gentry. Theſe things 
ſhall come to paſſe by diſcreet and ingenicus men , ob» 
ſcuring their Intentions , and conceal:!ng their Matters. 
There ſhall be ſhewn ſome maryellous Prodigies or 
Sight in the Air. All what is aQted, ſhall be coloura- 
bly done , under fair Pretences , Apperances, and {moothe 
Hypocrifie. He goeth on , and bias you ſee if Saiwn be 
impedited yea or no : If ſo he be, and no fortunate 
Planer take away his malice , Significat mortem divitum oy 
magnanim, gy eorum imuvidiam ad imicem inter ſe aique ac- 
euſationes, oy negligemias eorum , Cy odium popularium ad

In the 
Preyentjonal! Oppoſition, Mars is within four degrees 
of the Aſcendant; Luns is Lady thereof, in application 
to a T'ryne of Jupiter. 1Inthe yeers Revolution, Cauda i- 
in the Aſcendant ; Yen and Mercury yertually in the ſe. 
cond. In the next Lunation , the 17 of -Libra aſcends ; 
Venus in exaltation , Mars, Sol , and Luna, all in Square, 
From hence will materially ariſe the Aſtrologicall Judge. 
ment of the moſt part of this yeer, with due confidera- 
tion to the three other Cardinall-Ingrefſes, and ſome 
principall Configurations of the Superiours amongſt 
themſelves. Its llto flatter , worſe to difſlemble ; bat 
worſt of all, willingly, or of ſer purpoſe, to vent lyes or 
untruths. If 1 erre,I ſeriouſly aver, Irs with no prepared 
conceptions. I am reſolyed to ſtand cloſe to the Rules 
of Art, without partiality to Kingor Parliament : For, 
however mine affection is wholly for Church-Reforma.

To proceed;here's a remarkable Obſeryation,viz.That 
Mars 1s eithex Lord of the Aſcendaot, or tenth Houle at 
the Sun his Ingreſſe into thzee of the Cardinall-Signes z 
and where he fails, Saturn is Lord of the tenth , and 
Caudz in the tenth to boot. Mars was the laſt yeer , et- 
ther Lordof the Aſcendant, or tenth, at the four Cardi- 
nall-Ingreſſes : Weare yet ſenſible of the laſt yeers m1- 
ſery, and till groan with the ſenſe thereof : I am ſure 
do : If euided! by our precedent example, we may pro- 

ofticate the abounding troubles of this alſo. 

The laſt yeer, 1 intimated Diviſion,Diſtraction, Envie, 
Self concett, private Heart-burnings, both at Court,and

I wiil adde , Here's Treaſon, 
nuultiplication of rancour, malice, perjury, private ends, 
occult religious Malignants, hypocriticall, violent Saints, 
proved the States enennes, coyetous deyils , that would 
&l our Priviledges for Money , and his Majeſties Ho- 
nour for a Cypher. We formerly accounted the Purt- 
tin a ſeditious Fellow ; compared to theſe now Lving, 
and continuing his Priſtinz Tenents, he may bea very 
Saint ; theſe are Monſters : for,he was conſcientious, this 
npitart Brood trayterouſly ſeditious : he ſtood, and yet 
ſtands for Monarchy, Laws, Order, Government ; theſe, 
the ſupplanting and deſtruction of Monarchie, Laws, 
Common wealths. It the poſition of Saturn in the 
Preyentionall Lunation, and Mars in the Poſtyention= 
all, and Mercury with Yenys at the Ingrefle, fill not theſe 
mens Brains with Whimfies and Gingles, & had been 
filent. How greatly doth it concern the Engliſh Nation 
to deſire Peace, if we allow of Hzaly, fe!.358 2. $i Sol & 
dominys anni fucrint malefict , && in malis locks , danmmum 
malum generale, Regi & Populo denotat : If Sol and the 
Lord of the yeer be impedited, and poſited in ill places 
of heaven , it portends evil both to King and- People, 
and a -gcnerall miſchief to enſue. Aars ifintifall;and 
in the ſixth 3 and the Sun 1$ 1n Square with May - ſuch 
things may be expected ; for , Omnis Planeta exiſtets in 
quadrato Solts ſignificat & adducit ſuas naturas ex proprietates 
proprizs : qui ſt fuerit Fortuna, fignificat Regno fortunam & 
bonum, viftorizs & gaudia ; ſed fs fucrit Infortunaz fienificat 
gravitates Cf timores, occaſiones, C& res quz aſſimilamur nature 
plencte: Any Planet in Square of the Sun, ſfignifieth and 
produceth His own natures and proper proprieties along 
with him : It this Planer be a Fortune, the whole King. 
dom fares the better for it ; but if contrary, fears, mif- 
truſts, tribulations,and heavie ſufferings,of the nature of 
that Infortune , afflit the Kingdom. The Sun is! here 
afflicted by Mars, from hence Wars, Seditions, Sickneſles, 
Devaltations, Cruelties and Opprefſions, are probably 
like to affli&t the Kingdom of Eng!2nd, But how to apply 
the 
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the ſacceeding words 'of Hay properly, 1 know not.

and in this ſenſe I am confident we ſhall hayvethe words 
exactly made good : vi. Much chopping and changing 
of Officers out of one County iato another, 2uzhdo 
dominus decime dJomus eſt In'ortunatus, & in mals ſtatucadens, 
& in Aſþciu Infortuniorum, denotat dammum & malum offict- 
alibus & prapoſitis Regis : & fi Mars aſþcxerit Mercurium, 
henificas quod auferentur 6is' Officia 2&7 quvd corum aliqui de- 
ftruentur, Haly, 359, If the Lord of the tenth be unfor- 
tunate and cadent , it threatens many of the Kings ſer. 
vants ſhall loſe their Offices ; ſome ſhall be puniſhed 
and much turmoiled amongſt them. This Aphoriſm 
appertains not onely to the Court of His Majeltie , but 
-2s much, and more, to -ouf Parliament and their Sub- 
Officers and Committees; with and concerning whom, 
you ſhall ſee pretty ſport , and finde many unſound and 
faithleſſe-Officers purged, ſcourged, cleanſed, but ſcarce 
any amended. Ar'f: quando Mars fuerit infortunatvs & 
meleſiens ,, ſauifcat quod homines in obedientes contra Rerem 
inſurgent, &f quod viles inſurgent contra dominos , Haly, 360. 
If Mars be unfortunate and malignant, it ſignifies diſ- 
obedient men ſhall make Infurreftion againſt their King, 
: and that ignoble and yalga- people ſhall make —_ 
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Aion againſt their Rulersor Lords. This may threaten 
ſume Inſurreion againſt His Majeſtie , and His ſubor- 
dinate Officers,in ſome of thoſe Counties He is poſſeſſed 
of; and ſome ſenſible failings in the like nature in ſome 
Counties now under prote&ion of Parliament. I onely 
quote this, that His Majeſtic and our true Parliament, 
might haye the deeper apprehenſion of the various and 
mutable Ations of this yeer, and ſo beget an earneſt 
and longing deſire in both Parties, and all thoſe that 
adhere to either ſide, to an happy Union. 1 can promiſe

tainly, I judge them Forraigners, or of another Nation, 
becauſe both Fupiter and Yenxs are Peregrine in thoſe de- 
grees of the Signe where theyare in : Yet let me tell 
you, there's $2turn in the tenth, and Mertury diſpoſer of 
Fupttey and Yenzs Retrograd, in the twelfth,and Lung neer 
the Pleiades : An unkinde ſalute by the wv, and no 
pleaſing entertainment at Land, may attend tneſe forces, 
it any ſuch ſhall caſually adyenture amongſt us : Kex- 
t;ſbmen are no fools, nor the Engliſh quite Sgenentnd 
on 
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from the worth of their Ki 4 But ſome would ad. 
yenture a judgement , and that not improper , that His 
Majeſtic may tinde comfort from the Eaſt,northerly,vc. 
Be 1tas It may be; few men ſhall gain in the end, Shall 
His Majeſtie have ſuch plentifull aſſiſtance, and ſhall our 
true Parliament finde none > What > Havenot we Venus 
in Piſces, ana Sol in the ſecond, and Lune in Tryne to 
Fupiter? Our omitting opportunities, our many miſcar- 
riages, our diviſions without period or hope of conclu- 
fon, our inteſtine broyls innumerable , ſhall norwith- 
ſtanding not undo us; we ſhall float above water : nor 
ſhall we be conquered as yet, by Arms ; bt loſt, without 
Gods mercies, by Diſtraftions: For Cauda fixed in the 
Aſcendant, tells me, A wilfull and obſtinate party, com- 
manding in high places, will more prejudice us then our 
Enemies; and yet we ſhall not fail of having good ſtore. 
When the Lord of the Aſcendant beholds rhe Aſcendane 
with Quadrature, in a private queſtion it ſignifies the ill 
managing of his private affairs ; Mutato nomine : It holds 
good in our Common -wealth at this time. Quicquid de- 
lirant Reges , pleftuntur Achivi. The fathers have caten 
ſowre Grapes, and the children ſmart for it : By which 
our unhappie diſagreement,we may expect that ſentence 
of Bonar. fol. 562. Saturnus in ſecunds conturbationem ami- 
corun in illo enno ſignificat , & perdent homines, & diminuent 
debonis ſuis : Saturn inthe ſecond , we trouble our ſelves, 

and bring ſorrow to our Friends ; men loſe in their 
Courſes, and diminiſh their Fortunes.

4« cap. tor. bur 
ſtill obſcuring the honeſt Authors meaning,by curralling 
his ſentences , and leaving out theſe words : Et bowum 
Ratum, & honwn eſſe znter homives tam natoquam aliis. But 
if Maſter 1/harton had viewed Bonatzs upon Mercury in 
Piſces , fol. 584. whoſe words are, $i fuerit Mercurius in 
Viſcibus, dixit Albumaſar, erit moys in partibus Animavot,an 
Arabick word ; but fignifieth, as modern Linguifts tell 
us, the North-weſt ; 1t might have put him upon ſome 
other manner of judgement ; which he may learn againſt 
the next yeer.
